AGAINST PATENT MEDICINES.

he is weakened and has to take a rest 
Besides this, when he begins a job of , 
tasting, he must take special pains to get 
himself in shape for it. I was about six 
weeks getting myself ready for exam­ 
ining some cargoes in the warehouse# 
5ere for the government. 
Before I be­ 
gan I did not taste intoxicants in any 
form and did not even smoke. 
At the 
same time I was careful not to eat strong 
peppers or spices, or, in fact, anything 
that oonld distort the taste. One moat 
be ill as perfect condition, in order to 
properly judge of the teas he tastes, as 
a horse is when prepared for the Derby.

Their Strange Habits, Instincts an A Hew ne 
of Getting Food, 
You are all fam iliar with the common 
black beetle known as the tnmblebug, 
and perhaps may have seen it rolling a 
ball with its hind legs, pushing it back­ 
ward. The ball contains the egg of the 
beetle, and the creature is taking it to 
a place of safety. 
A green beetle spotted with white if 
called the tiger beetle. 
He is a clever 
fellow and very cunning in his manner 
of securing his prey. He will dig a hole 
h foot in depth and then crawl to the 
top and form himself into a bridge 
across the chasm, burymg his head In 
such a manner as to appear like some­ 
thing inanimate, but he will be on the 
alert for the unwary creature that 
makes an attempt to cross ou his back. 
In an instant the bridge will give way 
and the prey will be precipitated into 
the hole. 
The beetle will follow and 
quickly dispatch the game, when he 
w ill return, reform the bridge and al­ 
lure another victim. 
Old fashioned furniture is often com­ 
pletely ruined by the larvae of a beetle 
called the anobuim. 
A peculiar sound 
like the ticking of a clock is made by 
these beetles when they call to each 
other, the noise being made by striking 
the jaws against their resting place, and 
often in old houses filled w ith old fur­ 
niture the superstitious, when they hear 
this peculiar sound, imagine the place 
to be haunted. 
Another beetle is found in dark cel­ 
lars, where it thrives upon dust aud 
trash. It is so difficult to exterminate it 
that it is looked upon as something un­ 
canny, and the ignorant regard its pres 
ence as an ill omen. 
The sacrid beetle of Egypt is not un­ 
like our own common beetle, and the 
female lays her egg in the same way, 
wrapped in a substance which is to pro­ 
tect it and furnish food. She rolls it up 
into a ball with her fore legs, sometime* 
carrying it a long distance upon her 
head; digs a hole in the earth, deposits 
her egg laden ball, covers it up, and 
leaves it to attain its perfect develop­ 
ment. 
The sexton beetle is a curious crea­ 
ture. He has a thick body and powerful 
limbs and a most acute sense of smell. 
No sooner does a small animal die than 
the sextons gather about the body and 
begin to put earth upon i t 
In a few 
hours the dead animal has been covered 
and the beetles have laid their eggs in 
the carcass, which is to nourish the 
larvae. 
A remarkable creature is the bom­ 
bardier beetle, and it is provided w ith 
a strange means of defense 
It lives in 
a community under stones, and when 
distnrtxd discharges a fluid of a very 
penetrating odor, much like gas, which 
explodes as it comes in contact w ith the 
air and passes into vapor. Eighteen ex­ 
plosions can be made in succession by 
one bombardier, and while these are 
being thrown off like a volley of artil­ 
lery the beetle effects its escape. 
The 
fluid is like nitric acid to the taste. 
It 
causes a sharp pain if placed upon the 
tongue and leaves a yellowish stain.— 
Our Animal Friends. 


TW O C L A S S E S OF READERS. 


Tho** Who Like Dickens sad Tho#* Who 
Adore Thackeray. 
“ About 16 years ago readers used to 
be divided roughly into two classes-— 
those who ‘ liked Dickens’ and those who 
‘adored Thackeray,’ ” writes the critic 
Droch in The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ Each class used to view' the other with 
more or less contempt. 
Of the two the 
Thackeray pimple felt themselves consid­ 
erably superior to the Dickens people. 
There were not so many of them, for 
one thing, and that in itself gave them 
a feeling of exclusiveness (something 
like the attitude assumed by George 
Meredith’s admirers of tile present day). 
But Thackeray’s complete work* for 
$8.99 rapidly abolished the aristocracy. 
Artificial barriers do not long count for 
much with rn great writer. 
“ You no doubt very soon found out

I n d ia n a po l is. Feb. 
6.—The senate 
Friday adjourned over until Monday, 
bat the house decided to remain in ses­ 
sion today. 
Both houses were enter* 
tained for an hoar in the morning by rn 
speech from Susan B. Anthony. In the 
house the Republicans struck a snag 
with 
their 
apportionment bill and 
failed to push it through to engross­ 
ment, only 88 members voting to do this 
under the previous question. 
It was 
made a special order for Monday after­ 
noon. 
The house spent most of its day 
upon second reading, but it passed three 
bills. 
One of these was the peculiar 
measure enacting into a law a m athe­ 
matical demonstration by Dr. Goodwin 
of Posey county, upon computing the 
area of a circle. 
Another bill passed 
under suspension of the rules was for 
the establishment of a superior court 
for G rant and Howard counties. 
The 
third one was a bill releasing towns of 
1,600 or under from the requirement to 
establish school boards. 
The bill abol­ 
ishing the office of county assessor in 
the smaller counties was killed. 
The 
bill for knocking out rue business of in ­ 
surance against damage suits, came up 
on second reading and a motion to re­ 
commit it to the judiciary committee 
was lost and the bill was engrossed, as 
was also the one giving the attorney 
general an additional traveling deputy 
and stenographer. 
Mr. Linck offered a 
resolution *or the appointment of two 
extra clerks to prevent appropriations 
for extra work at the end of the session 
and it was adopted. 
Mr. Roots intro­ 
duced a new bill Friday for the purpose 
of curbing the expenditures of township 
trustees, so L dined as to meet the ob­ 
jections that had been raised to his for­ 
mer measure. 
He moved a suspension 
of the rules to pass the bill, but objec­ 
tion was raised and he withdrew his 
motion. 
In the senate the caucus 
measure 
amending the election bill was 
en­ 
grossed after a brief fight and a favor- 
able committee report on the apportion­ 
m ent bill was adopted without trouble. 
Nearly the whole day was spent in a 
fight over the bill putting the proof of 
contributory negligence upon the de­ 
fendants in action for damages, but the 
measure finally escaped to engrossment 
w ithout amendment. 
An effort was 
made to take ap bills on third reading 
but the firs rollcall disclosed no quorum 
and the senate adjourned early.

Senator Nusbaum, of DeKalb and 
Noble counties, has introdnced a bill 
aimed at patent medicine manufactu 
rers. 
It provides that every package or 
bottle of patent drugs chad con ain on 
the outside a printed formula of the 
ingredients contained in the medicine, 
aid any one violating this provision 
shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
$100 nor more than $1,000, to which 
may be added imprisonment in the 
county jail for any determinate period 
not less than ten days nor more than 
six months.

The prize wonder in the shape of t 
dock is the invention of a Russian Pole 
named Goldfadon. 
The inventor is a 
clockmaker of Warsaw and boasts that 
tie worked over 2,000 days on this tim e 
keeping oddity. 
The clock represents a 
railway station, w ith w aiting rooms for 
travelers, telegraph and ticket office# 
Mid a very pretty and natural platform , 
w ell lighted and* having in its oenter a 
flower garden and a spouting fountain 
There are also signal boxes, lights, 
twitches, w ater tanks— in fact, every 
thing used in conjunction w ith a well 
regulated railw ay station. 
There is a 
dial in the center tower, which show# 
tim e at New York, Peking, Warsaw and 
London. 
Every quarter of an hour the 
station begins to show signs of life 
First all of the little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
the head autom aton going through th# 
form of sending a dispatch to the effect 
that “ the line is clear. ” Then the door 
opens, and upon the platform appear 
the station m aster and his assistants 
Next a long line of little figures file up 
to the m iniature ticket office. 
A fter this the porters appear, carrying 
luggage, the bell rings, and instantly c 
j m iniature train dashes out of a tunnel 
and halts before the platform of tho eta 
tiou house. W hile tho train is w aitin g s 
m iniature figure tests the wheels and 
axles w ith a tiny ham mer, another 
pumps w ater into the tank of the en 
aine, w hile a third busies him self stow ­ 
ing away sm all lumps of coal in the sib 
ver plated tender. 
There is one signal 
of the bell, whereupon the door of th® 
•Big Ie coach opens, and the little figure® 
•fide in on an almost invisible wire, 
the opening closing after them.

ond tup of the Itell is the signal for th® 
wheel tester, waterm an and fuel carri#* 
to retire into tho station house.

of the tea grow ing countries of the ori­ 
ent to observe the mode of putting up 
the te a It is astonishing the w ay they 
Manage it adulterate it Over there. Th® 
packers are so skillful th at they slip In 
a great deal of inferior tea and work ll 
off under good brands. This makes tha 
m erchants who afterw ard handle ii 
complain. 
Packages of tea of a certain 
brand w ill be found all that could b® 
desired, w hile other packages bearing 
the same brand and in the same cargo 
w ill be highly adulterated. 
As this tea 
is very costly, there is need of experts to 
• xam ine it. 
They m ust be good ones, 
for everything depends for the tim e bo­ 
ing on their judgm ent. 
A taster can 
only taste a few hours at a tim e, when 
he is weakened and has to take a rest, 
Besides this, when he begins a job of 
tasting, he m ust take special pains to get 
him self in shape for it. I was about six 
weeks getting m yself ready for exam ­ 
ining some cargoes in the warehouse® 
lere for the government. 
Before I bo­ 
gan I did not taste intoxicants in any 
form and did not even smoke. 
A t th® 
■ame tim e I was careful not to eat strong 
peppers or spices, or, in fact, anything 
that could distort the taste. 
One m utt 
be in as perfect condition, in order to 
properly judge of the teas he tastes, as 
a horse is when prepared for tho Derby. 
He m ust bo at his best and m ust feel 
that he is. 
The best tea tasters of the 
country make enormous sums, consider­ 
ing the tim e employed; $10,000 a year 
is a low sum, aud oftentim os from $20,- 
DOO to $30,000 is made, and even more. 
I know a man in the business who made 
$50,000. It all depends on his standing, 
the num ber of tim es he is called as a 
taster and w hat ho can endura H—Bos 
Francisco Exam iner.
